THE JACKSON TRIAL. 


Evidence That the Body Found is 


That of Pearl Bryan. 


CINCINNATI, April 22.—The trial of 


Scott Jackson, charged with murdering 
Pearl Bryan, moved in a gallop todaj. 
Six. witnesses were examined in the 
forenoon and four in the afternoon. The 
purpose of the examination in the fore- 
noon was to establish the identity of the 
headless body found near Fort Thomas 
as that of Pearl Bryan and to prove 
that she was murdered at the very spot 
where she was found. The identity of 
the body was strikingly proven by the 
abundant evidence that the bloody 
check dress was Pearl Bryan's, also the 
shoes, the stockings, the hat and the 
blood-stained underwear. Expert testi- 
mony of Coroner Tingley, Surgeons Ca- 
rothers and Joe Jenkins was introduced 
to prove by the condition of the body as 
they found it that the killing was doce 
iust where the body was found and that 
the health of the victim was perfect.

Hta friends say that the 
verdict of the council was a complete 
iurprlae to him M hit had confidently 
expected that the loyal friends who ral- 
lied around him would be able to carry 


favorable vote. 
Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper, whom Brown 


made his assistant pastor, and who has 
been leading tbe light against the pas- 
tor, saya that the church U declining 
and that the trustees must force Brown 
to retire. 


Many prominent Oongregationaliata 


bellevo Brown will resign without mak- 
ing a further fight against the com- 
bined influence of many pariah churches, 
backed by the influence of the confer- 
ence. Many prominent and wealthy 
members continue to stand by him, 
however, and it is not improbable that 
he may start an independent church in 
tbis city.
